A packing-house clerk, who twice had to give up his study 
for the priesthood because of ill health, became one of the 
great benefactors of youth, Father Flanagan, founder of 
Boys Town, Neb. 
He believed "there is no such thing as a bad boy," only 
a victim of family or social conditions. Thousands entrusted 
to his care, who became strong citizens, successful business 
and professional men, farmers, courageous soldiers, ara 
testimonies to his faith in youth. O n a borrowed $90 and his 
own salary— "Faith is a kind of capital, too," he said— ha 
gathered homeless, abandoned, abused and misdirected 
boys into a rented house in O m aha in 1 91 7 and gave them 
the love that had been missing in their lives. Each boy, 
Protestant, Catholic, Jew, was encouraged in his faith. 
Through prayers, sweat and gifts Boys Town grew until 
today it comprises 50 buildings on 1 ,000 acres, a home 
and school for youth of every race, color and creed. 
Father Flanagan never ceased his fight for youth: He left 
Ci hospital bed to travel and plead for an imprisoned 1 2 - 
year-old. He fought for humane reform schools. He was 
officially called to the Orient after the war to help solve the 
problem of homeless youth. Then to Austria and Berlin, 
where he died, still seeking to uplift the morale of youth.
